—At Length, in the 
Days of Conſtantine, the Church was 
protected by the State. And ſoon

Nor could 
JF the Ground that was then loſt, ever 
af be regained Nor did it fare much 
"JF" better with the Weſtern World! 
Rome ſeized the Opportunity Con- 
'E fuſions gave her, and Chriſt gave 
Place to his pretended Vicar! While 
Men flept, the Enemy ſowed his 
Tares ! She founded her Dominion

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under Phocas; and advanced from Step 
to — till Chriſtianity was almoſt 
quite ſubdued! And though we can- 
not look back to thoſe Are, but 
with Horrer and Aſtoniſhment, yet 
we cannot but acknowledge that 
God's Judgements were juſt, when 
he permitted cruel Men, Sons of 
Belial, to break down the Hedge of 
his Vineyard; and to trample it 
under their Feet! For as Men did 
not then like to retain God in their 
Minds, no Wonder that He was 
wroth with his Inheritance; —gave 
them over to the Sword firſt, and 
then to believe a Lie!

5. Cap. xxii.) tells us, that in the 
fourth Century, the Churches of 
Rome and of Alexandria neglected to 
celebrate the Euchariſt, even on tbe 
Sabbath Had not then the Conſti- 
tiitions been wrote before thoſe 
Times, we ſhould in all Probability, 
have ſeen ſuch Liberties condemned, 
On the other Hand, our Author 
deſcribes the Morning and Evening 
Service of the Church of his Days; 
and a/l Chriſtians are moſt patheti-

Men and Brethren, Children of Faith, 
and Heirs of the Promiſes which. have 
been made in Chriſt Jefus';+— You can- 
not but be ſenſible, that our holy: Re- 
ligion, the Practical Part of it, is cor- 
rupted and depraved.

Holy Euchäriſt in particular, have been 


ditputed againſt, and ſhamefully ob- 
ſcured. And what has been the dread- 
ful Conſequence Our Altars are every 
where neglected: — I had almoſt ſaid 
forſaken ! The Generality, like Gallio, 
care for fone of theſe Things; and how 
few can be prevailed upon, b yhty 
be but once in a Month invited, to attend 
that ſacred Service which was once the 
daily Service of all Chriſtians, wherever 
the Goſpel had been preached. How 
different Theſe Times from Thoſe ! 
And how melancholy muſt be the Com- 
pariſon to every thinking Man !—Men 


-and Bretliren, theſe things ought not fo 


to be!

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Since this has been the dreadful Con- 
Agence of our Debates;'-I-ſhall have 
the Pleaſure of doing great Service to 
the Chtiſtian Cauſe, if I can put a final 
End to them.

HE Prophetic Numbers of the 


Old and New Teſtaments were 


deſigned by the Prophets to point out 
certain, fixed, and determinate Portions 
of Time: And when different prophets 
make uſe of Similar Expreſſions, and ſuch 
as a Time, Times, and an Hul, or Months, 
or Weeks, or Days, they ought in all Rea- 


ſon to be ſuppoſed to include ua Por- 


tions of Abſolute Time, reſpeaively.: 
That is, if one Prophet, by a Te, 
Thmes, and an Half, or by any ether 
Words, means to point out a determinate 
Portion of Time; another Prophet, uſing 
the ſame Words, means to point out the 
ſame Portion of Tine. ö 
This Propoſition will not, I preſume, 
be much conteſted. It cannot be diffi- 
cult for Almighty God to point out the 
particular Day on which any future Event 
ſnall happen. And if he has done ſo . in 
ſome Caſes, no Reaſon can be given why 
he has not done ſo in all other Caſes, where 
any future Event is foretold. Now Got 


in the holy Scriptures, ſpake on this 


wiſe, that Abraham's Seed ſhonld fojourn, 
in a ſtrange Land, and that tbey ſhould bring 
ö them

them into Bondage, and entreat them Evil 
four hundred Years. And the Nation to he 


-whom they ſhall be in Bondage will 1 Judge, I 
ſaid God, and after that ſhall they come forth, 4 E

:at the End of four hundred and thirty Years, 
even the Self ſame Day it came to paſs, that 
all the Hoſts of the Lord went out from the 
Land of Agypt ®.

With other like Ex- 
preſſions, we cannot but believe, that 
a Portion of Time is defined, as limited 
and particular as that of Feremiab's, when 
he faid, theſe Nations ſhall ſerve the King 
of Babylon ſeventy Years *:D—Or as when 
God ſaid, they ſhall evil entreat them four 
hundred Years. 

No ſince limited Portions of Time 
are always defined bytheProphets, though 
they uſe Denominations different from 
thoſe. in Common Uſe, it muſt needs 
follow, that the ſame Denominations, though 
uſed by different Prophets, include 7he 
fame Portions of Time. For upon any 
other Suppoſition, Interpretation would 
be uncertain and precarious :— We ſhould 
have no Rule to go by; neither could 
we ever affirm that any propheſy, deli- 
vered in unuſual Terms was fulfilled; And 
this would render ſuch Propheſies altb= 
gether u/#leſs.—Indeed, we could be 
no 0 Prophefies at all,

And now, let us impartially conſider 
what may be inferred from what has 
been ſaid in Support of the preceding 
Propoſitions. © And, I think, it may be 
fairly inferred, —that our Chriſtian Eu- 
cbariſt ought to be the Daily Sacrifice of 
Chriſtians!

45Years after 
that, there ſhall be a State of Happinels 
and Eaſe : Here then 1 is the Patience 
which Daniel p ro heſied of be finiſhed!

neceſſary Conſequence of this is, — that

Daniels Tribulation ig not yet ended. 
Let us now ſee the Conſequence of 
theſe Propoſitions. Daniel's Tribula- 
tion will be ended, as we have already 
obſerved, after the Daily Sacrifice has 
been taken away 1335 Years. But all 
Jewiſh Sacrifices have been taken away 
almoſt 1700 Years, and yet Daniel's Tri- 
bulation is not ended. It muſt therefore 
needs follow, that the Daily Sacrifice 
mentioned by Daniel is not a Jewiſh One;

therefore his Tribulation be after our 
Saviour's, our Saviour is here flatly con- 
tradicted by the Prophet. Since there- 
fore the One Tribulation can neither be 
before, nor after the Other, it muſt 
needs follow that they are he very ſame.

But we have ſeen almoſt 1700 Years 
paſt ſince the Jewiſh-Sacrifice was taken 
away, and yet the Events propheſied of 
by Daniel and our Savicur are not come 
to paſs. The Sacrifice therefore could 
not be Jewiſh, but muſt be a Chriſtian 
Sacrifice. And what then but our Hoy 
Euchariſt could poſſibly be meant! That 
therefore muſt be à preper Sacrzfice ; and 
ought to be the Daily Sacrifice of all 
Chriſtians. —That is the Service in which 
our God delights; and That is the Way 
in which he ſhould be daily prailed ! That 
is the Way in which he will ſhow us his 
Salvation And he that hath Ears to hear 
let him hear !/-—-O Conſider this, ye that 
forget God, leſt he pluck You away, 
and there be none to deliver You *!

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that, if he had proper Authority for doiny 
lo, his Argument was well ſuited to H 
Purpoſe ;—it was abundantly ſufficien 
to take off their Diſdain from the Gen 
tiles. —Now he proves his Authority t 
do this, by two unanſwerable Argment 
It was foretold in their Law, that th

And] 
cannot then but look upon this Paſſage 
as a very conſiderable Confirmation of 
the Sacrificial Notion of the Euchariſt. 

Having thus proved our Holy Eucha- 
riſt to be a proper, true, and real Sacrt- 
ce, both from the Old and New Teſta- 
ments, we might juſtly ſpare ourſelves 
the Trouble of confuting thoſe degrading 
Accounts of it, that have from Time to 
Time been publiſhed. If it is called @ Sa- 
crificc in Scripture, that is ſufficient for our 
Purpoſe; and Nothing can be faid 
againſt it. Doctor Waterland, who was 
a cool, and, in general, a judicious Wri- 
ter, has plainly owned, that if the Eu- 
chariſt be ever called a Sacrifice, in either 
the Old or New Teſtament, there muſt be 
an End of the Diſpute.

if it had not the Nature of the Paſſover. 
Methinks therefore, that Dr. Waterland 
ſhould have determined upon that Que- 
ſtion, before he had diſputed againſt 
the Sacrificial Notion of the Euchariſt. 
Becauſe, if our Saviour called the Eu- 
chariſt his Paſſover, that is as plain a 
Text in Favour of a real Sacrifice as can 
be expected. 
As to the Author of the Plain Account, 
he plays upon the Word Rememberance, 
which happened to be made uſe of in 
our Engliſh Tranſlation. He pretends 
that no Benefits are annexed to the Eu- 
chariſt, as ſuch; becauſe, as he pretends,

This, his Lordſhip ſays, very ele- 
gantly,— it well put but immediately ob- 
ſerves that it will by no Means bear the 
Teſt.

This Article has been well defended by 
our Expoſitors, eſpecially our excellent 
Biſhop Beveridge; but I think that 
ſomething farther may be ſaid ; and 
more adapted to our preſent Subject.

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baptized unto Moſes in the Cloud, and in the 
Sea; and did all eat the ſame ſpiritual Meat; 
and did all drink the ſame - ſpiritual Drink: 
For, they drank of that ſpiritual Rock that 
followed them , and that Rock was Chriſs *. 
—And did they do all this without Faith 
in Chriſt !/—Had they no Knowledge that 
their Religious Rites had Relation to their 
promiſed Meſſiah !—St. Paul will tell us, 
that, without Faith it is impoſſible to pleaſe 
God The Old Teſtament tells us, 
that they tempted God ; — the New, that 
they tempted Chriſt Now if when they 
tempted God, they tempted Chriſt ; then, 
when they believed in Cad, they believed in 
Chriſt, Moreover, that they knew they 
were fallen Creatures. They knew that 
4 Redeemer was mecefſary ; — they knew 
that their Meſſiah was their Redeemer 3 
they knew, trom the Repre/entative Sacrifice 
of iſaac, that they were to be redeemed by 
Sacrifice; and by the Sacrifice of heir 
Meſſiah.

In order therefore, to give Strength 
to our Evangeliſt's Obſervation, and to

Son's Sgcrifice =o 
did not God deſign them for Memorials 
whereby.he would, be put in Mind.of 
his Son's Perſonal Sacrifice A Jewiſh 
Sacrifices were, at leaſt in God's Eſteem, 
repreſentative of his Son's Perſonal Sacri- 
ficez and if they. were, repreſentative, 
they were, therefore, Commemorative ! 
They put him in Mind of his Son's 
dacrifice; and that is all we plead for. 
Or we may reaſon thus — 

All Sacrifices, of God's Appoints 
ment, whether before, or under, the Law, 
were propitiatory. But no Sacrifice was 
ever. yet offered upon Earth, fave the 
Perſonal Sacrifice of Chriſt, that was in 
ſelf propritiatory. Therefore all Sa- 
crifices, ' that were propitiatory, were 
therefore ſo, 'becaufe they were Comme- 
morative; and ſe, they became Propitia- 
tions, by putting God in Mind _—_ 
other Sacrifice which they repreſented. So 
far therefore is it from being true, that 
we have no Inſtance in Practice of a Com- 
memorative Sacrifice, that there never was 
an acceptable One, that was not Comme- 
morative. 

It would be of ſmall Moment to plead 


here, that the Jews ſaw not the Rela- 
tion

tion between thetr 'Sacrifices, and the 
Poerſonal Sacrifice of Chriſt: —God did; 
and therefore he was as much put it 
mind, by their Sacrifices, of the $ 
-erifice of Chrift, as if their Kinvwlely 
Had been as clear as Ours. They tid 
what God directed; and therefore tht 
Rel, were certain, though their Kim 
Laar was not clear. But their Sactifies 
Rad u E felt in themfehves; — therefor 
they were Commemorative; and tb 
Commemorative, becauſe Repreſent 
aide. Now if Jewifh Sacrifices, thoug 
Commemorative Repreſentative, wen 
Neal; — why may not Our Commemons 
rulive and Repreſentative Sacrrhce it 
Real alſo !—And thus Mr. Netſon's Re: 
ply is firm. | | 

- But though his Lordſhip could find 
no Inftance in Practice, of a Comment 
rative Sacrifice, nor could fee any Pro 
priety of it in Idea; yet he is pleaſe 
to allow, that a Repreſentative Sacrifi 
is very good Senfe, and may be wel 
qupported in the Command to 4brahan 
to offer up his Son.

My Readerwill, by this Time, judge 
how far this is true: and it happens, as 
I think, to be Nothing to the Purpoſe. 
His Lordſhip has undertaken to ſhow, 

that Mr. Nelfon's Reply to his Adver- 
faries, though well put, yet would by 
ho Means bear the Teſt. Now theſe 
Adverſaries had objected, that à Com- 
menmorative and Repreſentative Sacrifice, 
could not be a tue, proper, and real Sa- 
erifice, It was not here debated, whe- 
ther our Sacrifice was commemorative 
and reprelentative;—-— That was here 
taken for granted ;—but the Thing in 
Debate was, —whether a Repreſenta- 
tive Sacrifice could be a Real Oe. 
Certainly it b.; —for all Jewiſh Sa- 
crifices xv#re. So that his Lordſhip's 
Obſervation does not at all affect M. 
Nelſori's Reply; but it proves, i it 
proves any thing, that be Zucbariſt is 
not a R ative Sacrifice. Grant but 
this, and, as Mr. Nelſom haus well prov- 
ed, the Propristy and Reality of our Sa- 
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I ſhall therefore debate this Matter with 
his Lordſhip.” 

He is pleaſed to ay, that the Hiſtory 
af. the Inſtitution is abſolutely filent con:

ſuppoſe, the Repreſentation of Chriſt's 
Perſonal Sacrifice. But let us conſider 
well! Did not our Saviour call the 
Bread his.

Authoritative Subſtitutes: they are true 
and proper. Repreſentatives /——There is no 
Conſtruction between theſe that 1 ſhould 
not tremble to mention. 

Now St. Paul has faid, that the Eu- 
cbariſ ſhows forth the Lord's Death .*— 
But Het! Why, ſince the Bread is, 
in Some Senſe, His Body,. and the Wine, 
his Blood, the Breaking of the Bread muſt 
repreſent the Breaking of his Body; and 


the Pouring out the Wine mult repreſent the 


Shedding of his Blood !-—-And how then 
. 10 Lordſhip _— hae the

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Hiſtory of the Inſtitution is aue 
ent concerning this Repreſentation! 

We may further Qbferve, that the 
Shaw Bread was a Type of the Eucha- 
riſt :—That the Show Bread had a Me- 
morial which made 1t acceptable: * And, 
that That Sacrificial Memorial put God in 
mind of the Perſonal Sacrifice of Chriſt: 
It was thereby repreſented before Him, 
Now the Word in the Septuagint which 
there expreſſes that Memorial, is A * 
the very Word which our bleſſed. Sa- 
viour was pleaſed to make uſe of, 
when he called the Bread his Body, and 
the Wine his Blood. Why then ſhould 
this Word, when applied to the dnidtype, 
have a Meaning different from what it 
had when applied to the Type! Why 
ſhould nor the Autitype be a Memorial, 
repreſentative of Chriſt's Perſonal Sa- 
crifice, as well as the Type was! It was 
a Type, and it was a Sacrifice: Yea, it 
was therefore a Type, becauſe it was a 
dacrifice, And how then could any 
Thing be Ii Antitype that was not a Sa- 
2 Alt ſeems to Me to be impoſ- 
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Except in the Inſtitution, the Word

There is no doubt but the 
High-Prieſt, on the Day of Expia- 
tion, uſed ſome Words of Confeſſion, 
or a Form of Prayer ſuited to the Oc- the 
caſion; for all Sacrifice was offered by WI 
Prayer. But whatever Verbal Confeſſion all 
of Sin was made; St. Paul takes no tha 
Notice of it here; for he ſpeaks only Je. 
of the Sacrifices which were then offered. — 
And therefore when he ſays, By thoſe - a

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We have now then proved, that the 
Term Memorial, is a Sacrifictal Term 
and we may now obſerve, further, the

But what 
now are we to offer but the Memorial! 
And what is the Memorial but the Bread 
and Wine, (conſtructionally the Body and

We have complained above, that 
Doftor Waterland refuſed to determine.

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To ſolve this Difficulty ſome learned 
Men have had Recourſe to, what I muſt 
call them, Fewiſh Fables. They have 
learned, it feems, from the Babyloniſh 
Talmud, that the Jews, in our Saviour's 
Time determined the Beginning of their 
Months by the Pha, or Appearance of 
the New Man: That the Jetiſb Sanbe- 
dim, by whoſe Authority the New Moon 
was to be proclaimed, being at that Time 
very corrupt, did not pay a proper Re- 
gardto ſuck credible Witneſſes as teſtified 
the Appearance of the New. Moon: 
That upon this Account, it ſometimes 
happened, in cloudy Weather, that they 
kept the Paſſover Ore Day tos late; but 
that they indulged thoſe who were in 
Doubt, or happened to be better informed, 
ſo far, as to keep it on the Day before. 
And this they ſuppoſe was the Caſe at 
our Saviour*s Paſfion. * 

There is no Occaſion here to enter 
upon any nice, and Aſtronomical Cal 
culations, to diſprove. this Ta/mudical 
Hypotheſis. Our excellent :Uſber, and

The Deluge began on the ſeventeenth 
Day of the ſecond Month. a At the End 
of 150 Days, the Waters were ſo abated, 
That the Ark (ſo I connect the Verſes) 
reſted on the ſeventeenth Day of the ſe- 
venth Month. > Here, 5 Months are

And indeed, I 
cannot conceive, how, in that Time of 


. Gloomineſs and Confuſion, when net-

did it by Celeſtial Obſervations, it muſt 


be owned that he had ſharper Eyes than 
Ours.

would happen. This Calendar too would 
laſt for ſeveral Years, without any Cor- 
rection; and might at any Time, when it 
wanted, be corrected by eaſy Aſtrono- 
mical Oblervations. And indeed, when 
we conſider how ſtrictly the Obſervation 
of parlicular Days was enjoined in the Mo- 
ſaic Law, we can hardly think that they 
were left to dowbtfy] Methods for deter- 
mining the Day of the Week, on which 
their Fafts and Feſtrvals were to 
be obſerved; ſince a Neglect, in ſome 
of thoſe Caſes, was ſufficient to cut them 
off from God's People! ff Natural 
Knowledge had not been ſufficient, God 
methinks would have fupphed their 
Defect; and taught them <= to num- 
ber Years, and Months, and Days. 
For otherwiſe, I cannot conceive how 
his People could make themſelves eaſy,

II. Another Thing which may be 
collected from what his been ſaid, 1s, 
the Great Danger, and Horrid Sin of 
Schiſm. For it our Euchariſt be a pro- 
per Sacrifice, then a proper »acrifice requires 
a proper Hriaſthocd; and then it wih be 
neceſſary for our Teachers of the Se- 

aration to trace their Commiſſion up, 
even to Jeſus Chriſt, or his Apoſtles. It 
they are not properly empowered to offer 
Sacrifice, let them think upon the dread- 
ful Contequence ff they diſſent from 
us, purely out of Coniciencez and do 
not make uſe of that Word as a Cloak 
to hide their Views of Worldly Intereſt! 


If they. are really in Earneſt, when 
they

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they tell us, that they Leave us for a 
more ſpiritual Worſhip ;—tor better Means 
of Holy Living let Me beg of them, 
for God's Sake, to conſider, where this 
more ſpiritual Worſhip, theſe better 
Means of holy Living, can be met with, 
without our holy and unbloody Sacrifice! 
—Let not then, a few trifling Ceremo- 
nics, in themſelves indifferent, ſeparate 
them from a ſound Part of Chriſt's Ca- 
tholic Church; the Bulwark of the Re- 
formation the Church of England! 
If we have but the Encharift, rightly 
and duly adminiſtered, we have the ¶ hole 
of Chriſt's Religion. — Without the Eu- 
charift, our Pretenſes to greater Edifi- 
cation, are groundleſs, falſe, and vain ! 
Stick but to That Holy Service, — 
perform it in a due and proper Manner, 
with right Notions, and ſuitable Diſpoſili 
ons, and we have done our Duty. Our 
God will accept us; and what can we 
further deſire ! And indeed, to pretend 
to hisher Edification, than That Holy 
Sacrifice can carry us, is Nothing, let 
Me tell them, but downright Phariſaical 
Pray Heaven, pity and

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HI. From what has been ſaid too we 
may be aſſured, that all the Accounts 
which the Socinians have given of this 
Venerable Sacrifice, calling it a Pojt- 
tive Duty; a Mere Commemoration, de- 
ſigned only to bring a dead Benefattor to 
our Rememberance ;-----a Service without 
any perullar Grace annexed to it; are 
all /o:c&ingly erroneous and degrading. And 
that for this plain Reaſon ;----- Propitia- 
lion always attends a Sacrifice duly offered, 

IV. From hence too we may lee, in 
the fourth Place, the Monſtrous Error 
of the Church of Rome. For if Chriſt 
himſelf when he inſtituted the Euchariſt, 
offered himſelf under a Pledge only, by 
Means of Authoritative Subſtitutes, ſhall 
we preſume to change thoſe Pleages, 
thoſe Subſtirutes, into His Real Subſtance ! 
———[t can never be right to change 
' Repreſentations into Subſtances! And if 
we do it in this Coſe, I cannot but think 
we make ourſelves the Murtherers of our 
bleſſed Lord! —— We cannot, therefore, 
but look upon the Popiſh Sacrifice as a

V. But what 1 am chiefly concerned 
to infer, which I ſhall do, in the fifth and 
laſt Place is, — the Neceſſity of a Con- 


ſtant Celebration. Our Saviour, we have 


ſeen, gave the Euchariſt the Name of 
Paſſecver: And did He give the Name 
without the Nature ! That cannot 
be pretended! And we Know that the 
Paſſover was a Sacrifice. We know too, 
that God had all along, from the Days

then our Saviour hath left us @ Sacrifice, 
can we poſſibly think that the Fe. 
quency of Celebration ſhould be altered 
Becauſe he gave us One eaſy and aelightful 
Sacrifice, inſtead of many troubleſome and 
bloody Ones, do we wiſh to get rid of That 
alſo! Unworthy then are we of 
the Favour that has been ſhowed ! 
Unworthy are we of that ſacred Name 
by which we are called ! | 
They were the dieing Words of our 
Saviour, with Dehre have I defired to eat, 
this Paſſover with You before I ſuffer |— 
Offer This for my Memorial. Ought 
not our Deſires to keep Pace with his! 
—— Should not we as firongly deſire ta 
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celebrate, as He deſired to inſtitute . 
And while he is repreſenting his Sacrifice 
to God, ought not we % do ſo likewiſe! 
And yet how can we effeually do this 

but by the Sacrifice which he appointed! 
St. Paul planly tells us, that by the 
Euchariſt we muſt bord forth, that is, 
ſignificantly expreſs, the Lord's Death 
ll be rome. If we muſt do this Sometimes, 
then why not Aways! Or what Reaſon 
can be given, why, by our Sacrifice, we 
ſhould not as frequently repreſent the Death 
of Chriſt as paſt, as the Jes were oblig- 
ed to repreſent the ſame Death 7o come. 


— No Reaſon in the World can be 
given! 


Whenever we meet together, and hope 
to be accepted, we muſt certainly, in 
ſome Way or other, put God in mind of 
the Merits of the Perſonal Sacrifice of his 
Son. And why then will we not do it 
in the Way which He hath choſen! By that 
very Sacrifice which He himſelf ordained ! 
If he had bid us do ſome Great 
Thing, would we not have done it;
